Transit. Project 
coming in $90 million 
under budget; city 
hopes to move funds 
to southeast line

Big savings on the construc¬ 
tion of the NAIT line could be 
applied to the city’s next LRT 
project, reducing a $200 mil¬ 
lion loan the city is taking on 
for the project. 

The $755 million line to 
NAIT may not have come in 
on time, with its opening 
delayed until December, but 
it’s coming in $90 million 
under budget. 

Wayne Mandiylc, the 
city’s LRT design and con¬ 
struction manager, said that 
the contract appears to have 
hit the market at just the 
right time. 

“The contractors were a 
little bit hungrier and the 
land prices a little lower,” he 
said. 

The $90 million in sav¬ 
ings includes $60 million 
from the province’s Green 
Trip program. City admin¬ 


istration is recommending 
council ask the province to 
take that money and apply it 
to the $200 million loan the 
province agreed to provide 
as part of it’s overall funding 
commitment to the new line 
to Mill Woods. 

Coun. Amarjeet Sohi 
said he’s veiy pleased the 
NAIT line is coming in under 
budget and he hopes it’s a 
sign of things to come when 
the city goes to market for 
the south east LRT line. 

He said he’s also hopeful 
the province will allow the 
city to transfer the $60 mil¬ 
lion to the next project. 

“I have no reason not to 
be optimistic. This money 
was allocated to LRT projects 
in the city and that LRT pro¬ 
ject is under budget, so we 
should have the flexibility 
to apply it to other LRT pro¬ 
jects,” Sohi said. 

Christine Way, a spokes¬ 
person for transportation 
minister Wayne Diysdale, 
said any re-allocation of 
Green Trip funds would have 
to have the support of the 
Capital Region Board, but 
other than that the province 
is likely to support the plan. 

“There’s no reason why 
it wouldn’t be looked upon 
favourably,” she said.

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$27.1 million 


Extra‘tax room’ 
should go to 
roads: Councillors 

City councillors will be 
asked next week to put 
$27.1 million into the 
city’s roads by using un¬ 
used education tax room 
from the province. 

The city’s yearly 
budget always includes 
a portion of taxes for 
the provincial education 
system, which the city 
estimates because budgets 
haven’t been set. In this 
case the city overestimat¬ 
ed the province’s needs 
by $27.1 million. The city 
can use that money and 
the overall tax increase, 
which council set at 4.92 
per cent, won’t rise. 

The city has been 
studying a long-term 
commitment to arterial 
road rehabilitation, which 
early estimates have 
pegged at a $5 0-million 
per year program. 

Coun. Amarjeet Sohi 
said it makes sense for the 
city to use the tax room 
for road projects. 

“If the city takes and 
puts this money into our 
critical infrastructure, 
taxes won’t go up,” he 
said. “As you and eveiy 
Edmontonian knows, our 
roads are in deplorable 
condition.” 

Coun. Mike Nickel said 
he tried to lower the tax 
increase at budget time, 
but he generally favours 
putting more money into 
core services. 

“I would prefer tax 
relief, but I will just be 
frank about this, with 
the state of the roads and 
some of the infrastruc¬ 
ture, we need every dime 
we can have,” he said. 

“The state of inventoiy in 
some cases is very, veiy

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Policing. Citizens make 
good use of online 
crime reporting tool 


Edmontonians are logging on 
to file crime reports with al¬ 
most 3,000 people reporting 
crimes online in the first year 
of a new program.

School to neighbouring facili¬ 
ties, ECS will be undertaking 
a major renovation to the 
school worth $5.5 million to 
address mould concerns first 
identified in September 2013. 

With funds for the renova¬ 
tion most likely to come from 
the board’s planned operation 


and maintenance budget, 
ECS spokesperson Lori Nagy 
said the issue isn’t being con¬ 
sidered a deferred mainten¬ 
ance project. 

“This really doesn’t have 
anything to do with funding 
from Alberta Education or 
Alberta Infrastructure,” said 
Nagy. “It’s really a design 
flaw.” 

Nagy said the school is rela¬ 
tively young and had one of 
the lowest deferred mainten¬ 
ance rates in the district, and 
this situation is the result of a 
construction oversight. 

“This school has had a lot 
of maintenance over the years 


because we have had concerns 
and problems with moisture,” 
Nagy added. “We really be¬ 
lieve the majority of damage 
that has been done is due to 
the last couple of summers 
and the amount of precipita¬ 
tion.” 

Some parents have ex¬ 
pressed concern that the issue 
is only now being addressed. 

“Had it been addressed 
sooner, then probably it 
wouldn’t have been this large 
of a project and undertaking 
and impacted the community 
as much as it’s going to,” said 
Cindy Shepel, chairperson for 
the school’s parent council.

VISION FOR QUEEN MARY PARK 
DEVELOPMENT BLURS IN TIME

When Derrick Forsythe moved 
to Queen Maiy Park in 1994, 
the central neighbourhood 
along 107 Avenue was rich with 
liquor stores, pawn shops and 
industrial buildings — similar 
to 124 Street a few blocks west. 
But 20 years later, the latter is 
quickly becoming the city’s 
best dining destination. And 
Queen Maiy Park? Though the 
demographics have changed, 
little else has. 

But in 2004, around the time 
124 was turning the comer, 
Forsythe and representatives 
from Queen Maiy Park and 
Central McDougall (dubbed the 
North Edge) were asked by the 
city to help with an ambitious 
plan that would see it become a 
densely populated community 
anchored by Columbia Avenue 
— the ultra-urban reincarna¬ 
tion of what’s currently 105 
Avenue in all its sidewalk-less 
gloiy 

Though you might call it 


“distressed,” the North Edge 
has great urban form. The Area 
Revitalization Plan (ARP) laid 
the groundwork for 10,000 new 
people to move into the mixed- 
use buildings that new develop¬ 
ers were now compelled to 
build. Though realistic during 
the housing boom, the econ¬ 
omy soon tanked and now the 
city wants to reconsider one of 
its ARP amendments. 

“This will effectively kill 
the North Edge plan,” says 
Forsythe, who ran for Ward 6 
councillor in the last election. 

However, the City’s Sustain¬ 
able Development planners 
think it’s too prescriptive and 
possibly hindering revitaliza¬ 
tion instead of enabling it. Cur¬ 
rently the ARP requires any 
new development or lot rezon¬ 
ing to be mixed-use. It means 
older buildings can’t change 
their use unless they attach at 
least 50 residential units above, 
essentially leaving one option: 
sell to a capable developer. 

At their best, ARPs cohesive¬ 
ly direct a community’s growth 
to its best potential. At worst, 
they back stakeholders into a 


comer, preventing them from 
simply leasing space to a pro¬ 
spective restaurant owner — a 
dilemma that’s forced the ARP 
back to city council this spring 
for a more business-friendly 
amendment. 

“We do not want to see 
empty buildings in the North 
Edge,” explains Mark Harrison 
of sustainable development. 
“I understand the community 
leagues’ concerns but we also 
have property owners on the 
other side saying, ‘We can’t use 
our businesses anymore.’” 

And who’s to say a restau¬ 
rant couldn’t help organically 
realize the North Edge’s goal, 
the way places like Duch¬ 
ess Bake Shop turned 124 St. 
around? Perhaps the ARP was 
too ambitious a plan. But, then 
again, look at all the cranes in 
the nearby sky. 

The arena, museum and 
new MacEwan arts campus and 
various condo dwellings are 
in the works. An LRT station 
opens on its eastern edge there 
are plans for another on the 
southwest border with Oliver. 

In a recent CBC Radio inter-

view, Don R. Campbell, the 
author of several Canadian 
real estate investment books, 
remarked that the arena had 
spurred demand and price in¬ 
creases in adjacent commun¬ 
ities, particularly for Queen 
Maiy Park. 

And so the massive develop¬ 
ment has turned the North 
Edge into a real estate gam¬ 
ble and the city must decide 
whether it wants to rush to fill 
the derelict spaces or hang on 
to its original vision with no 
guarantee. 

“If [Mayor] Iveson is serious 
about wanting density in the 
core,” remarks Forsythe, “this 
is going to be his first big test. 
He can either stand behind the 
plan or regress.”

Jim Flaherty. Death of 
former finance minister 
stuns Parliament Hill 


Jim Flaherty died suddenly 
Thursday at age 64, less than 
a month after retiring from 
his post as Canada’s finance 
minister. 

Flaherty, who spent eight 
years in the role, had been ill 
for some time, though that 
was not cited as a reason for 
his resignation. 

The news rocked the House 
of Commons, as politicians 
mourned the loss of a finance 
minister who trudged through 
a financial crisis and recession 
and balanced the once rocky 
Canadian budget. 

“Today is a veiy sad day — 
for me, for our government 
and for all of our countiy. I 
learned a short time ago that 
our colleague, my partner and 
my friend Jim Flaherty has 
passed away suddenly today,” 
Prime Minister Stephen Harp¬ 
er told MPs in a Parliament 


Hill committee room with his 
wife Laureen in tears by his 
side. 

“This comes as an un¬ 
expected and terrible shock to 
Jim’s family, to our caucus and 


to Laureen and me.” 

Question period was sus¬ 
pended Thursday after the 
news broke. The usually rau¬ 
cous chamber was in a lull, 
with politicians hugging, cry¬ 


ing and mourning together. 

“ft was veiy, veiy sombre, 
sad, but shocking, obviously,” 
said NDP MP Paul Dewar, add¬ 
ing that, unlike other finance 
ministers, Flaherty brought 


a certain levity to the usually 
stressful environment. “He 
had that twinkle in his eye 
and he had a great sense of hu¬ 
mour that brought something 
to the House of Commons and 


the politics, which is all too 
often not there.” 

Foreign Affairs Minister 
John Baird expressed his 
condolences in a written 
statement Thursday, calling 
Flaherty a “good friend and 
colleague for over two dec¬ 
ades.” 

“Jim was a mentor to 
me throughout my time at 
Queen’s Park from a very 
young age,” wrote Baird. “I 
could always rely on Jim to be 
a devout friend through tough 
times, and an encouraging fig¬ 
ure through good.” 

Former Parliamentaiy 
Budget Officer Kevin Page, 
now a professor at the Univer¬ 
sity of Ottawa, spent extensive 
time on the job with Flaherty 
and although the two butted 
heads on several issues, Page 
acknowledged how good a fi¬ 
nance minister Flaherty was. 

“It’s a loss for the countiy 
for sure,” said Page. “It’s just 
an exhausting job, but he cer¬ 
tainly rose to the occasion.”

Suspended senator 
pleads not guilty after 
police find him in 
‘physical altercation' 
with woman 


Suspended senator Patrick 
Brazeau pleaded not guilty on 
Thursday to several charges, 
including assault and cocaine 
possession. 

Police arrested the 
39-year-old in Gatineau, 
near Ottawa, at around 
4 a.m. Thursday following a do¬ 
mestic assault call. Police say 
they arrived to find Brazeau 
and a woman in a “physical 
altercation.” A 50-year-old 
man was also at the house. 

Brazeau was charged with 
two counts of assault, uttering 
death threats, cocaine posses¬ 
sion and breach of conditions. 
He briefly appeared in court 
wearing handcuffs. He did not 
look at reporters. 


He also has one charge of 
assault and one charge of sex¬ 
ual assault outstanding from 
2013. 

Brazeau was to be held in 
custody overnight and was 
due to reappear in court Friday 
morning for a bail hearing. 

Crown prosecutor Sylvain 
Petitclerc said he asked to 
keep Brazeau in custody to as¬ 
sure the safety of others and 
because he breached bail con¬ 
ditions. 

“We cannot just let him 
go free as a bird like that,” he 
said, adding that depending 
on the bail hearing, Brazeau 
could be kept in custody again 
or be released with certain 
conditions. 

A huge pile of what ap¬ 
peared to be Brazeau’s belong¬ 
ings were strewn all over the 
back door of his girlfriend’s 
house, including photographs, 
his Certificate of Indian Status 
card, clothing and CDs.

The Information Commis¬ 
sioner of Canada has found 
evidence of “systemic inter¬ 
ference” with access to in¬ 
formation requests by three 
Conservative staff members, 
and suggests bringing in the 
police.

A Toronto man accused of kill¬ 
ing a Hamilton father who 
disappeared after taking a pair 
of prospective buyers for a test 
drive has now been charged 
with murder in the death of 
his own father and another 
woman. 

Dellen Millard has been 
charged with first-degree mur¬ 
der in the deaths of Wayne Mil¬ 
lard and Laura Babcock, with 
whom Dellen was romantically 
linked, Ontario provincial po¬ 
lice said Thursday. 

Mark Smich is also charged 
with first-degree murder in 
Babcock’s death.

Civilian food crisis 
at its worst: UN 

The United Nations says 
the food crisis facing dis¬ 
placed Syrian civilians has 
now reached the worst- 
case scenario, with no end 
in sight. 

That is forcing the UN 
World Food Program to 
cut food distribution by 
16 per cent this month 
to millions of internally 
displaced people and refu¬ 
gees after a 20 per cent 
cut in March, said Muhan- 
nad Hadi, the agency’s 
emergency co-ordinator 
for Syria. 

This comes as more 
people than ever before 
are solely dependent on 
the agency to feed them. 
The WFP predicts its des¬ 
perate client list — from 
inside Syria and neigh¬ 
bouring countries — to 
grow from 5.8 million to 
seven million by year end, 
said Hadi. 

“From day one, we 
have prepared ourselves 
for the worst-case scen¬ 
ario, but the fact is we 
never though the worst- 
case scenario would be for 
so long,” Hadi said.

Officers have “attended 
and spoken with the Babcock 
family,” Toronto police Staff 
Insp.

He had previously dismissed 
any connection between the 
three cases as speculation. 

Millard, 28, and Smich, 26, 
are charged with first-degree 
murder in the death of Tim 
Bosma, who vanished May 6, 
2013 after leaving home in his 
pick-up with two men. He had 
posted the truck for sale online. 

His remains were found 
about a week later burned be¬ 
yond recognition at a south¬ 
western Ontario farm belong¬ 
ing to Millard.

Child bride kills 
groom and friends 

A child bride forced into 
marriage in Nigeria killed 
a groom and three of his 
friends with a poisoned 
meal, police said Thursday. 

Fourteen-year-old Wasila 
Umaru was married last 
week to 35-year-old Umaru 
Sani, according to assistant 
superintendent Musa Magaji 
Majia. 

Over the weekend, the 
groom invited a dozen 
friends to celebrate at his 
village. 

Umaru told police she 
bought rat poison at a vil¬ 


lage market and used it to 
prepare a dish of rice. 

“The suspect confessed 
to committing the crime 
and said she did it because 
she was forced to many a 
man she did not love,” Majia 
said. 

The groom and a friend 
died the same day. Two 
other victims died later in 
the hospital. Umaru is co¬ 
operating with police and 
likely will be charged with 
culpable homicide, Majia 
said. 

According to the UN chil¬ 
dren’s agency, 50 per cent of 
Nigerian girls in rural areas 
are married before they 
turn 18.

“They need to repeal Regula¬ 
tion 84-20. It is a barrier to 
health care. It’s always been a 
barrier to health care.” 

The regulation was intro¬ 
duced in 1984 and has been 
a source of controversy. In 
2002, Dr. Hemy Morgentaler 


launched a lawsuit in a bid to 
force the provincial govern¬ 
ment to pay for the procedure 
at clinics. The case has been in 
limbo since Morgentaler died 
last May. 

New Brunswick Health Min¬ 
ister Hugh Flemming refused 
to comment on the matter, cit¬ 
ing the court proceedings. 

In the legislature, Liberal 
Opposition Leader Brian Gal¬ 
lant said he is pro-choice and 


called on the government to 
study the issue of access to 
abortion. 

Jula Hughes, a law profes¬ 
sor at the University of New 
Brunswick and a supporter of 
the Morgentaler Clinic, said she 
fears women will look for less 
reputable places to terminate 
a pregnancy once the facility 
shuts down. “That would just 
be horrific beyond contempla¬ 
tion,” she said, the Canadian press

Fighting against jet lag? 
There’s an app for that

Lots of apps claim they can 
help you fight jet lag. Now 
Michigan researchers say 
mathematical formulas sug¬ 
gest it’s possible to adjust to 
new time zones a bit faster 
than previously thought, and 
they created their own free 
app to help. 

Doctors have long said 
exposure to light is key. But 
how much, and when? 

“If you get light in the 
wrong time or wrong way, 
it’ll send you the wrong dir¬ 
ection,” said University of 
Michigan math professor 
Daniel Forger, who led the 
research published Thursday. 

A master biological clock, 
called a circadian rhythm, 


regulates when we become 
sleepy and when we’re more 
alert. Travel across time 
zones and the body clock has 
to reset itself. 

Light is that clock’s 
strongest regulator. It’s pos¬ 
sible to customize a block 
of time each day when you 
should be in light, the bright¬ 
er the better, and another 
when you should avoid it, 
Forger’s team reported in the 
journal PLoS Computational 
Biology. 

A free iPhone app named 
Entrain does the calcula¬ 
tions. Stay indoors, or stay 
up later, and it adjusts the 
advice. 

The app hasn’t been 
tested with travellers to see 
whether it really helps more 
than general advice, such as 
to seek morning light when 
travelling eastward. But after 
using it, travellers will be 
given a choice of submitting 
their data to a University of 
Michigan study.

What will Canada look like in 
2017 as it becomes 150 years 
old?

Citizenship Judge Nor- 
mand Vachon quoted inspira¬ 
tional leaders such as Nelson 
Mandela, Mother Teresa and 
Mahatma Gandhi in his wel¬ 
coming speech to the new Can¬ 
adians. 

Qureshi said the long wait 
for that day was difficult, but 
boasted that she too aced the 
citizenship test. “I studied extra 
hard for it, and I took it really 
seriously,” she said proudly.

It’s Plan B in the fight 
against climate change: 
cooling the planet by suck¬ 
ing heat-trapping C02 from 
the air or reflecting sunlight 
back into space. 

Called geoengineering, 
it’s considered mad science 
by opponents. Supporters 
say it would be foolish to ig¬ 
nore it, since Plan A — slash¬ 
ing carbon emissions from 
fossil fuels — is moving so 
slowly. 


The UN’s expert panel 
on climate change is under 
pressure from both sides this 
week as it considers whether 
geoengineering should be 
part of the toolkit that gov¬ 
ernments use to keep global 
warming in check. 

But even advocates of 
studying geoengineering ex¬ 
press doubts. 

“Really at the present mo¬ 
ment there is a high level of 
uncertainty surrounding all 
of these options,” said Steve 
Rayner, co-director of Oxford 
University’s geoengineering 
program. 

Some environmental ac¬ 
tivists watching the talks in 
Berlin want the Intergovern¬ 
mental Panel on Climate 
Change to scratch references 
to geoengineering altogeth¬ 
er.

Ontario 
to provide IVF funding 


Lunacy. Space-race stuff

Ontario’s governing Liberals 
are promising to provide lim¬ 
ited coverage of infertility ser¬ 
vices to more women who are 
struggling to get pregnant. 

They say they plan to help 
would-be parents pay for one 
cycle of in vitro fertilization for 
all forms of infertility starting 
early next year. 

But the province won’t 
cover the costs of drugs and 
other services associated with 
IVF, which can cost thousands 
of dollars. 

Health Minister Deb Mat¬ 
thews wouldn’t say exactly how 
much of the IVF costs will be 


covered, but estimates Ontario 
will pay out $50 million annu¬ 
ally once the program is fully 
implemented. 

She says the government 
hasn’t decided yet whether it 
will offset the costs through a 
tax credit or through the On¬ 
tario Health Insurance Plan. 

Matthews says some in¬ 
fertile women turn to less ef¬ 
fective and more dangerous 
alternatives to try to get preg¬

Search crews intensify 
hunt for jet’s crash site 



Flight 370. Equipment 
picks up more sounds 
consistent with a 
plane's black box in 
deep waters of the 
Indian Ocean 


An Australian aircraft Thurs¬ 
day detected what may be the 
fifth signal coming from a man¬ 
made device deep in the Indian 
Ocean, adding to hopes that 
searchers will soon pinpoint 
the object’s location and send 
down a robotic vehicle to con¬ 
firm if it is a black box from the 
missing Malaysian jet. 

The Australian air force P-3 
Orion, which has been drop¬ 
ping sonar buoys into the water 
near where four earlier sounds 
were heard, picked up a “pos¬ 
sible signal” that may be from 
a man-made source, said Angus 
Houston, who is co-ordinating 
the search off Australia’s west 
coast. 

“The acoustic data will 
require further analysis over¬ 
night,” Houston said. 

If confirmed, the signal 
would narrow the hunt for Ma¬ 
laysia Airlines Flight 370, which 
vanished on March 8 while fly¬ 
ing from Kuala Lumpur to Bei¬ 
jing with 239 people aboard. 

The Australian ship Ocean 
Shield picked up two under¬ 
water sounds on Tuesday, and 
two sounds it detected Satur¬ 
day were determined to be con¬ 
sistent with the pings emitted 
from a plane’s flight recorders, 
or “black boxes.” 

The Australian air force has 
been dropping sonar buoys to 
maximize the sound-detectors 
operating in a search zone that 
is now the size of the city of Los 


Angeles. 

Royal Australian Navy Com¬ 
modore Peter Leavy said each 
buoy is dangling a hydrophone 
listening device about 300 
metres below the surface. The 
buoys transmit data via radio 
back to the plane. 

The underwater search zone 
is now a 1,300-square-kilometre 
patch of the ocean floor, and 
narrowing the area as much 
as possible is crucial before an 
unmanned submarine can be 
sent to create a sonar map of a 
potential debris field on the sea¬ 
bed. THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 


Investigators suspect the 
plane went down in the 
southern Indian Ocean 
based on a flight path 
calculated from its con¬ 
tacts with a satellite and 
analysis of its speed and 
fuel capacity, but the con¬ 
tent of the flight data and 
cockpit voice recorders is 
essential to solving the 
mystery of why the plane 
was lost.

The public broadcaster 
announced a swath of cuts 
Thursday that will shave $130 
million from its 2014-2015 
budget and spur a new man¬ 
date “to reimagine itself” as 
the media landscape changes. 

CBC president Hubert La¬ 
croix detailed the news at a 
town hall meeting for em¬ 
ployees that outlined finan¬ 
cial challenges including a 
softened advertising market.

Media. 

“There’s no easy way to de¬ 
liver news like this,” Lacroix 
said in prepared remarks that 
were posted online moments 
after his private address.

Declared public nuisance. 

Sriracha factory pecked by 
Irwindale in heated spat 


A Southern California city has 
declared the factoiy that pro¬ 
duces the popular Sriracha hot 
sauce a public nuisance. 

The Irwindale City Coun¬ 
cil’s action Wednesday night 
gives the factoiy 90 days to 
make changes to stop the spicy 
odours that prompted com¬ 
plaints from some residents last 
fall. Declaring a public nuisance 
will allow city officials to enter 
the factoiy and make changes 
if the odours persist after the 
deadline. 

The decision came despite 
testimony by air-quality experts 
that progress was being made 
toward a resolution. The South 
Coast Air Quality Management 
District said its inspectors have 
taken air samples inside the 


plant, and believed the infor¬ 
mation gathered should allow 
the factoiy and the city to re¬ 
solve their differences. 

Attorney John Tate, who 
represents Sriracha maker Huy 
Fong Foods, Inc., said the com¬ 
pany had been working with 
the AQMD on its filtration sys¬ 
tem since the complaints fir st 
arose and was committed to 
finding long-term solutions by 
June 1. 

He called the public nuis¬ 
ance declaration a demonstra¬ 
tion of “the city flexing its 
muscle and thumbing Huy 
Fong in the eye.” 

A call to Irwindale City At¬ 
torney Fred Galante was not 
immediately returned.

Richard: Mark, the message 
behind Draft Day is that 
technical ability is one thing, 
but having heart is more im¬ 
portant. It’s a key message 
for the story but vital when 
considering the movie as a 
whole. This film is technic¬ 
ally proficient, but loads of 


technically proficient flicks 
aren’t as entertaining as this 
one. This movie works par¬ 
ticularly well because it has 
heart, just like the players 
that Kevin Costner’s char¬ 
acter tries to recruit for his 
football team. 

Mark: Which makes the 
movie the opposite of Money- 
ball, which celebrates ration¬ 
ality and scientific method. 
I much preferred Costner’s 
flawed, slightly desperate 
soul over Brad Pitt’s techno¬ 
crat. But there were other 
reasons I liked the movie. 
Having it take place on one 
day gives the film an ur¬ 
gency that really pulls you 
in. And there were some nice 
directorial flourishes, too. 


I haven’t seen split screen 
used so well in a long time. 
And let’s not forget a strong 
supporting cast. 

RC: Like Moneyball, Draft Day 
scores authenticity points by 
casting a number of sports 
figures and insiders playing 
themselves, but you’re right, 
the supporting cast of profes¬ 
sional actors really scores a 
touchdown. I enjoyed seeing 
Frank Langella playing the 
anything-for-a-buclc owner 
of the Browns and Ellen 
Burstyn and Dennis Leary as 
Sonny’s mother and grumpy 
coach respectively, are both 
great. Sean Combs didn’t 
even bother me. Of course, 
this really is Kevin Costner’s 
movie. He’s easy to watch 


at the best of times but par¬ 
ticularly so when he’s in the 
genre that works best for 
him, and that’s sports mov¬ 
ies. 

MB: And it’s hard to watch 
Costner in this without think¬ 
ing about his iconic sports 
roles in Field of Dreams or 
Bull Durham. In fact, this is 
often where players wind up 
— as coaches and managers. 
So there’s a through line to 
the character to appreciate. 
The only thing that both¬ 
ered me was that I am not a 
football fan. I’ve never seen a 
game. So all the negotiations 
were like watching a game of 
chess without any idea how 
the pieces are moved. Could 
you follow the technical de¬ 


tails of the trades? Or were 
you wishing for subtitles? 

RC: Subtitles might have 
helped a bit, but for me it 
didn’t matter if I followed 
the intricacies of the draft 
day business because I think 
the underlying emotion that 
comes along with changing 
someone’s life by drafting 
them into the NFL — I found 
those scenes powerful. 

MB: Director Ivan Reitman 
has had a tendency to lapse 
into sentiment and bathos, 
but he keeps these tenden¬ 
cies nicely in check. I loved 
Costner, but I was also im¬ 
pressed at the sure handed 
direction. Reitman’s working 
at the top of his game.

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Did Llewyn’s cat ever come back? 



Searching for Ulysses. 

Now that the Coen 
Brothers’ latest 
offering is on DVD, 
it's time to talk about 
the fate of that 
mangy orange tabby 


With Inside Llewyn Davis newly 
available for home viewing, it’s 
time to answer the question 
that has vexed pet lovers and 
conspiracy nerds for months. 

What did the Coen Bros, 
do to that poor, bedraggled 
cat? 

If you haven’t yet seen the 
movie, my top film of 2013, 
and you consider feline mis¬ 
fortune to be a spoiler, please 
stop reading now and watch 
Inside Llewyn Davis on DVD 
or Blu-ray. Enjoy the movie, 
and come back later. 

For the rest of us, it’s time 
to take a cold, hard look at 
the big furiy mysteiy of the 
marmalade tabby named 
Ulysses that dogs New York 
folk singer Llewyn Davis (Os¬ 


car Isaac) in the film. 

The two become insepar¬ 
able companions after the 
couch-surfing Llewyn ac¬ 
cidentally locks Ulysses out 
of the apartment of his gen¬ 
ial hosts the Gorfeins, who 
are both at work. The more 
Llewyn tries to unload his cat 


problem onto somebody else, 
the more Ulysses draws near. 

Then the cat decides, as 
cats are wont to do, that it’s 
time to be on its own. There’s 
more than this happening, 
of course. But let’s just say 
that events transpire to have 
Llewyn driving a car on the 


lonely highway between Chi¬ 
cago and New York, a light 
snow falling. He’s fighting 
fatigue from lack of sleep, 
barely watching the road. 

Suddenly, something 
small and furiy crosses in 
front of the windshield. 

BAM! A shocked Llewyn 


realizes he’s hit something. 

He pulls the car over to 
side of the road and exam¬ 
ines the front bender. There’s 
blood all over it. 

Then he looks behind the 
car and sees a small animal, 
obviously injured, dragging 
itself toward a stand of trees. 
It’s seeking shelter and safety. 

There is no logical reason 
to assume that this is Ulysses. 
In fact, logic would suggest 
otherwise. It might even be a 
figment of Llewyn’s imagina¬ 
tion. 

But such is the power of 
film that we instinctively as¬ 
sume the injured animal is 
Llewyn’s cat. We feel terrible 
for it, more than we might 
for some random roadlcill. 

I suspect that a lot of cat 
lovers hated the scene. 

I also suspect that writ¬ 
ers/directors Joel and Ethan 
Coen realized this might hap¬ 
pen, and tried to avoid being 
tagged as cat haters. I asked 
them in an interview about 
the roadside incident when 
Inside Llewyn Davis pre¬ 
miered theatrically last De¬ 
cember. They denied having 


any murderous intentions to¬ 
ward tabbies, although they 
did say that cats are way less 
eager to be movie stars than 
dogs are. 

“It’s funny, but we weren’t 
even thinking that while 
shooting (the road scene),”

Fans of Johnny Depp may be 
startled to discover that in 
his latest film, the techno¬ 
thriller Transcendence, the 
chameleon-like actor looks 
like ...

“I knew right off the bat 
there was no need to go into 
pink-haired, clown nose, Ron¬ 
ald McDonald shoes,” says 
Depp, who has made a habit 
of taking on roles that in¬ 
volve more than a little white 
face paint, from Tonto in the 
Lone Ranger to the Mad Hat¬ 
ter in Alice in Wonderland. 

But the most makeup 
Depp hides behind in Tran¬ 
scendence is only there to

“It’s always more diffi¬ 
cult and slightly exposing 
to play something that’s 
close to the surface, some¬ 
thing that’s close to your¬ 
self,” Depp says.

I think it’s import¬ 
ant to change every time, 
and come up with something 
that’s as interesting as you 
can for your characters.” 

Eventually Dr. Caster’s 
consciousness is uploaded to 
a massive computer, keep¬ 
ing him “alive” but turning 
him into a ghost in the ma¬ 
chine — and a face on a video 
screen. 

“I did feel a little bit like 
Max Headroom,” Depp ad¬ 
mits. 

“I guess the worst part 
is I liked it. I liked being

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Colbert to take over Letterman spot 



Late Show. CBS 
chooses popular 
lolitical satirist to 
lelm talk show 


CBS moved swiftly Thursday 
to replace the retiring David 
Letterman with Comedy 
Central’s Stephen Colbert, 
who will take over the Late 
Show next year and do bat¬ 
tle with Jimmy Fallon and 
Jimmy Kimmel for late-night 
television supremacy. 

Colbert, 49, has been 
hosting The Colbert Report 
since 2005, in character as 
a fictional conservative talk- 
show host. The character 
will retire with The Colbert 
Report. 

“Simply being a guest on 
David Letterman’s show has 
been a highlight of my ca¬ 
reer,” Colbert said. “I never 
dreamed that I would fol¬ 
low in his footsteps, though 
everyone in late night fol¬ 
lows Dave’s lead.” 

Letterman, who turns 67 
on Saturday, announced on 
his show last week that he 
would retire some time in 
2015, although he hasn’t set 
a date. CBS said Thursday 
that creative elements of 
Colbert’s new show, includ¬ 
ing where it will be based, 
will be announced later. 

Mayors of New York and 
Los Angeles have already 
publicly urged the new Late 
Show host to choose their 
city. New York would appear 
to have the clear edge, since 
Colbert is already based in 
New York and CBS owns the 
Ed Sullivan Theater, where 
the Late Show has been 
taped since Letterman took 
over in 1993. 

Letterman offered his en¬ 
dorsement Thursday. “Ste¬ 
phen has always been a real

friend to me,” he said. “I’m 
very excited for him, and 
I’m flattered that CBS chose 
him. I also happen to know 
they wanted another guy 
with glasses.”

CBS chose not to break 
the mould: CBS, ABC and 
NBC will all compete at 11:35 
p.m. with shows hosted by 
white males. CBS, which 
has an older audience and 
generally seeks personalities 
with the widest appeal pos¬ 
sible, is taking a chance with 
a personality whose show 
has a much more specific 
appeal. But, like Fallon and 
Kimmel, Colbert is popular 
with young men and active 
on the Internet and social 
media. 

“Our discussions really 
centred on finding the most 
talented, the most creative 
(choice), the person who was 
going to conduct the most 


interesting interviews and 
be the most interesting per¬ 
son himself, and that’s what 
led us to Stephen,” said Nina 
Tassler, CBS entertainment 
chairman. She said CBS con¬ 
sidered several candidates, 
but did not name them. 

Colbert’s show won the 
Emmy for best variety series 
last year and has earned two 
Peabody Awards. It’s another 
big move for a Jon Stewart 
protege: Colbert worked on 
The Daily Show for eight 
years before getting his own 
program, and John Oliver 
is about to launch a weekly 
show for HBO later this 
month. 


The decision opens up a 
hole on Comedy Central’s 
schedule. The network said 
in a statement Thursday that 
“we look forward to the next 
eight months of the ground¬ 
breaking Colbert Report and 
wish Stephen the very best.” 

Stewart told New York 
magazine on Wednesday 
night that Colbert would be 
terrific for Letterman’s job. 
Stewart said he likes what 
he does and Colbert has a 
better opportunity to broad¬ 
en out his comedy than he 
would. 

“He is a uniquely talented 
individual,” Stewart said. 
“He’s wonderful in Colbert 
Report, but he’s got gears he 


hasn’t even shown people 
yet. He would be remark¬ 
able.” 

The choice of Colbert 
quickly drew the ire of a real- 
life conservative talk-show 
host. Radio’s Rush Limbaugh 
said Thursday that CBS “has 
just declared war on the 
heartland of America. No 
longer is comedy going to 
be a covert assault on trad¬ 
itional American values, 
conservatives. Now it’s just 
wide open.” 

Limbaugh mispro¬ 

nounced Colbert’s name as 
col-bert, instead of the prop¬ 
er pronunciation, col-bear. 

The man Colbert is re¬ 


placing was a target for con¬ 
servatives, too. Letterman 
made Republican favourite 
Sarah Palin a frequent target 
of his barbs. 

Tassler declined comment 
on what Colbert’s ascension 
will mean for Craig Fergus¬ 
on, who follows Letterman’s 
show in the 12:35 a.m. time 
slot and was considered a can¬ 
didate for Letterman’s job. 

Colbert would likely en¬ 
ter into some friendly com¬ 
petition with Fallon. Colbert 
appeared on Fallon’s first To¬ 
night show, one of a line of 
personalities in a gag involv¬ 
ing people who had to “pay 
up” on a bet about whether 
Fallon would ever get the To¬ 


night gig. 

Brad Adgate, an ana¬ 
lyst for Horizon Media, de¬ 
scribed Colbert as “the best 
talk-show host available.” 
He said CBS wanted to move 
quickly to make its choice 
for Letterman’s replacement 


before next month’s meet¬ 
ing with advertisers in New 
York about the upcoming 
season’s schedule. 

“When you’ve got fire in 
the belly, you move fast,” 
Tassler said.

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Fargo winter for old time’s flakes

Cold comfort. Calgary 
location keeps Fargo 
series in a deep freeze 


None of the characters in the 
Coen brothers’ 1996 classic 
Fargo will make an appear¬ 
ance in the new TV series of 
the same name — with one 
exception. 

“One of the central charac¬ 
ters of this thing is the harsh 
winter,” said Keith Carradine, 
who plays cop-tumed-coffee 
shop owner Lou Solverson. 

“You don’t think of Fargo 
being a summertime place. It’s 
synonymous with brutal cold.” 

The show was filmed in 
and around Calgaiy through¬ 
out the winter, when tem¬ 
peratures frequently dropped 
below -30 C. And yet the shoot¬ 
ing went ahead, save for one 
dangerously cold day. 

Carradine said the cold was 
a challenge and an inspira¬ 
tion. “As an actor, you walk 
out the door and you feel that 
blast. It infuses what you do,” 
he said. 

Allison Tolman plays Molly, 


Lou’s daughter and the smart¬ 
est member of her town’s 
police force. Having lived in 
Chicago, Tolman said she’s no 
stranger to winter. But Calgary 
was something else. 

“I’ve never been as cold as 
I was back in December, when 
we were shooting out by a fro¬ 
zen lake,” she said. “You kind 
of leave your body.” 

Executive producer War¬ 
ren Littlefield said Fargo re¬ 
quired a “frozen tundra” to 


stand in for Bemidji, Minn., 
where much of the story is set 
He recalls scouting out lo¬ 
cations last July in a rickety RV 
called “the Diplomat.” While 
driving east of Calgaiy, a sud¬ 
den hail storm turned the 
brilliant green-yellow canola 
fields grey-white. 

Littlefield, a former NBC 
executive, was convinced 
they’d found the right spot. 

“I said, Well, this is July. 
If you can accomplish this in 


July, imagine what it will be 
like in Januaiy.’” 

Littlefield recalled a “spec¬ 
tacular day” shooting on a fro¬ 
zen lake northwest of Calgaiy, 
when it was -30 C with the 
wind chill. 

“I think it was the most 
exciting day that I ever had 
in my life on a set shooting. 
The visuals of that world were 
sensational and we got eveiy- 
thing accomplished and as we 
returned back to Calgaiy that

night, we were just feeling tri¬ 
umphant,” he said. 

“And yes, we killed a few 
people up there that day, but 
that was all in the script.” 

But there was another day 
in December when it simply 
wasn’t safe for the cast and 
crew to be outside. 

Littlefield’s first clue came 
when a stiff wind swept across 
the prairie, obliterating an or¬ 
ange traffic cone. “I’ll never 
forget this visual,” he said. 
“It literally shattered. It was 
so cold that the orange traffic 
cone just turned into confetti 
strips.” 

When the warming bus 
wouldn’t start and the pipes in 
the portable washroom froze, 
Littlefield knew the shoot 
would have to be called off.

“I’d really like for it to come 
back because I love a romantic 
comedy. I want at the end the 
guy to get the girl, like real 
bad, you know?” 

Greer points to My Best 
Friend’s Wedding as an ex¬ 
ample of the kind of rom-com 
she loves and wants to see 
more of. 

“How was I not in that 
movie?” she said with a laugh. 
“That’s the one I wasn’t in! But 


I do think studios are making 
giant, giant, giant blockbuster 
superhero movies and then 
there are smaller, independent 
movies that are getting made. 

“But we need to bring back 
middle-budget, good old fash¬ 
ioned romantic comedy.” 

As Greer explains in her 
humorous and candid collec¬ 
tion of essays, when fans ap¬ 
proach her they often recog¬ 
nize her face but can’t place 
where they know her from. 

“Then you have to kind of 
figure it out together or ... you 
look sort of stand-offish when 
you’re like, ‘I don’t know, I’ve 
been in a lot of stuff, sony,”’ 
said the 38-year-old, whose 
current projects include the 
animated series Archer and 
her web series, Reluctantly 
Healthy. 

That’s when she started 
resorting to “fan profiling,” 
which is guessing which pro¬ 
ject the fan knows her from 
based on factors including 
gender. 

With women, for instance, 
she often lists romantic com¬ 
edies she’s been in, “because 
chicks like romantic comedies, 
we just do. 


“I learned dudes probably 
like watching maybe Two and 
a Half Men or Califomication, 
or Arrested Development was 
always a safe one for, like, 
young hipsters in Los Angeles. 

Still, Greer is happy with 
her career, noting she’s had 
a steady stream of work and 
doesn’t have to hire security 
every time she goes out. 

Greer started doing press 
for I Don’t Know What You 
Know Me From this week in 
Toronto, where the book got 
its start. 

The voracious reader and 
lifelong journal writer said 


she was sitting on a bench in 
the city’s Trinity Bellwoods 
Park while shooting the Carrie 
film remake a year and a half 
ago when she got a call from 
agents about the idea. 

“Being a movie star is really 
hard to achieve,” said Greer. 
“There’s only so many Julia 
Roberts and Sandra Bullocks 
out there. I think of myself as 
like my audience and I’m just 
like my fans, and I don’t know 
that my fans are movie stars. 

“But my fans can be friends 
with movie stars just like I can 
be friends with movie stars.”

Shanahan joining 

Leafs, sources say

The intriguing concept of 
Brendan Shanahan joining the 
Toronto Maple Leafs has been 
rattling around the restless 
mind of Maple Leaf Sports and 
Entertainment president and 
CEO Tim Leiwelce for months. 


But after an explosion of 
speculation from a variety of 
media outlets in the past 48 
hours forced the idea to be fast- 
tracked, that concept is about 
to turn into reality.
